Bausch & Lomb Balopticon BBM Dissolving Projector. This is a heavy, 
commercial quality magic lantern, with dual lenses and dual bellows, angled so that 
their projected images overlap, and was the first lantern that allowed projectionists to 
create a smooth, synchronized fade-in and fade-out effect with their glass slides and 
a single projector, allowing one image to gradually dissolve into another.

For a leather bellows, liquid mink oil 

is probably best. neatsfoot oil should 
also be okay. take care to work it into 
the corners, maybe with a Q Tip. 


I would NOT use Armorall or any 
synthetic treatment on a leather 
bellows. It could cause the leather to 
break down over time. A natural oil is 
best. 


If using mink oil on 
a red bellows, you 
might want to try it 
in a small area that 
doesn’t show before 
doing the whole 
bellows. 


Pedag (red) leather 
cream appears to be 
a good shoe 
polish/dye for red 
bellows. A guy in 
the collectors club 
tried it and the 
bellows looked like 
new...It may (?) 
also make the 
bellows 

soft and pliable.

Library of congress called them 
lantern slides. They are glass slides 
(vs a mounted negative). Slightly 
bigger than a 35mm. Have attached 
a photo. 


The slides originate from Lockheed. | 
The presentation is a proposal for a 
space station from the early 1960s 
that the consignor’s family donated. 
The presenter holds the patent for 
this design and an original painting 
of it sits in his wife’s office. I 
believe the slides are likely one of 
a kind 


We have a basic flatbed here but 
not something designed for images 


nor a transparency facility (guessing 
that’s something that lays on top) nor if 
there is special software that is required 
for images. It’s obviously not a format 
we have come across before. I would 
have gone to a professional photo lab 
to get advice but they really don’t exist 
anymore. Getting possession of the 
original slides into the Archive was 
important and since they are glass and 
a format I don’t personally know, I am 
proceeding cautiously. 


I promised the family I’d get them a digital copy 
of the presentation. Hopefully someone in your 
society is local to the DC area, has the tools, and 
is open to helping us out.

Hoping everyone is well. 
I was hoping ask a few questions. 


Is there a photographic slide that is 
considered the first? 


Are there early photographers that made 
slides? 


This is what I have seen so far, please let me 
know if it seems correct: 


The first photographic lantern slides 
(hyalotypes) were invented by the German- 
born brothers Ernst Wilhelm (William) 

and Friedrich (Frederick) Langenheim in 
1848. The photographic lantern slides were 
introduced in 1849 by the Langenheim 
brothers of Philadelphia, patented in 1850, 
and images were projected from hand- 
painted glass plates using a lens. James 
Clerk Maxwell’s theory reproduced color 
by mixing red, green and blue light in 

the 1860s. The first processes for color 
photography appeared in the 1890s.
